The day on which this accident 
(Sbcurred: was clear and the commission says that even with 
iuch obstruction of view as (here is the train ought Jo have 
been seen-al a distance of 125 yards from the crossing. II 
was shown that the whistle was blown at the regular place for 
sikh warning, 100 yards from the crossing, and that steam 
had been shut off preparatory to slopping al the station, who 
was Lnu a short distance ahead. 
It was apparent- that the dnv- 


ef of the automobile either did not hear or did not heed the 
warning whistle, and did not sec the train until it was too late 
fy avoid the collision, which resulted in the death of one of the 
two woihen in the car. 
'The commission suggests that, in view of the number ol 


automobiles' in use and the seeming carelessness of many 
drivers as they approach railroad crossings, it might be well 
to have locomotive whistles sounded nearer the crossings, than 
is How done, although under, the present regulations people 
who are on the lookout for danger have no trouble in hearing 
'Ui.e'rn. These crossing accidents arc distressingly frequent in 
spite of all that has been said and done to prevent them, and 
i it; iriost 'cases -it is 'Clear that the automobile drivers are to 
blame. Some approach flic crossings absent-mindedly and 
6'il'iers in pure recklessness, but (his does not affect the resull 
w'iie'n a collision takes place,
